ALBERTA’S EDEN 


Bishop Hoimes Declares This Coun- 
.. @try to be Garden of the 


ug Province. 
A story of the north country, its 
wonderful resources, its stow, ‘but 


steady development, its urgent needs 
and its present prosperity, is vividly 
tokl by Bishop Holmes, of Athabasca, 
who is in the city at present, the 
guest of Archdeacon Gray at All Saints 
rectory. The bishop has been associ- 
ated with the work of the Anglican 
missions in vie Mackenzie basin for 
a good many years, but jor five years 
he has been ocevupied in the James’ 
Bay diocese. Last May he was ap- 
pointed Bishop of Athabasca to suc- 
ceed Bishop Breve, who was trans 
ferred to Toronto. As bishop of that 
great territory he has travelled exten- 
sively through the country qtiring the 
past, summer and is able to report 
on many things which came under his 
observation. 
Light Crops at Vermilion. 

“My first trip was down the Peace 
river by raft as far as Fort Vermilion 
early in July,” said Bishop Holmes to 
the Bulletin, ‘where I found that 
the creps would be light owing to the 
lack of rain, It was reported, how 
ever, that crops on the high land back 
trom the river were good and had not 
been touched by frost. On my return 
from the north I headed for the Up 
per Peace river, where the crops, par- 
ticularly on the river flats, were found 
to be light owing to the lack of rain, 
and where frost considerably affected 
the craps even on the high lands. At 
Spirit river one party was completely 
hailed out at a loss of about $4,000, 


The calamity fell on this farmer last | 


year as well and did not affecc any 
other crops in the district. Apart from 
the streak of hail, splendid crops were 
raised in the Spirit river district. 

In Grand Prairie. 

“From Peace river I went to the 
Grand Prairie country by the new 
road from Spirit river, which has re- 
duced the travelling distance by half 
a day. I wen’ as tar west as Beaver 
Lodge and am now more than ever 
convinced that this is the very best 
part of the province of Alberta, Not 
only is the soil very fertile and pos- 
sessed of a wealth of inineral deposias 
but the scenery is most beautiful, due 
to the proximity of the prairie to the 
mountains, 

“People are scattered all over the 
country settling along the creeks and 
springs which have een discovered, 
Last sumuner a colony of seventeen 
Ontario farmers, with thirty-six in 
all in the party, found their way into 
the country with ox carts and have 
taken up locations west of Saskatoon 
lake, One man in the district raised 
1,000 bushels of potatoes, all of which 
he will be able to dispose of for seed 
next veer. The Grand Prairie is 300 
miles northwest from Edmonton by di- 
rect route, but 500 miles by the round- 
about course whieh has to be taken, 

The Promised Land. f 

“The settlers who going into 
the country have plenty of room to 
move about in as there are several 
prairies adjoining one another. They 
are over their hardships by the time 
they get there for then they settle 
down more than delighted with the 
country. They find the native hay 
growing five feet long and one man 
reported that he had cut twenty-four 
loads in one day with a team of oxen 
attached to a mower, Another man’s 
inclination ran along the line of vég- 
etables and ihe had two and a half 
geres of onions, grown in a small 
swamp which he had drained, In the 
gardens were every manner of veget- 
ables of splendid growth. So long is 
the period of growth in fact that ap 
pies and other fruits would have 
plenty of time to ripen. — When the 
country opens up fruits will uncoubt- 
edly be grown there to perfection, — 

“As to the crops, most of the grain 


was ready to cut by the fifteenth of} 


August, Some of the ‘settlers were 
late in getting their seeding done but 
they theught they would ‘have plenw 
of time to get a good and save harvest, 
The season has been very dry and I 
am airaid to think of whet might hap- 
pen to the settlers if a fire should ‘be 
started in the long prairie grass. 
“The spreading of settlers over the 
Grand Praine, Pauce Coupee, Wapita, 
and other prairies right up tw the 
mountains, has made it necessary for 
surveyors to go in and stake olf the 
country fcr settlement, On my re- 
turn from Grand Praivie I met Peter 
Tompkins, Dominion land agent at 
Lesser Slave lake, going into the 
country on homestead matters 
Néed a Railway. 
“The weat and-erying need of the 
coun'ry ‘is railway accommodation,” 
said the Bishop most emphatically. 
“Although the Grand Prairie is a 
beautiful country with every induce 
ment for the settler [ think it would 
be unwise for a rush to be made there 
before some definite assurance of a 
railway were given. The ordinary 
roads such as are made in the coun- 
try seem to be a waste of money and 
the present means of access by water 
and trail is no use whatever to the 
Grand Prairie settiers. Hf those who 
are there now have vo hope of a pail 
way extended to them within another 
year or two I am sure they will pull 
out of the country. The new settlers 
this year have made a market for a 
great deal of the produce of the coun- 
try, ‘but this will not always be “he 
ease. Very seldom can cash be se-

To go Into Grand Prairie. 

Asked as to the church work in the 
great diocese the Bishop said that an 
important matter under consideration 
is the establishment of a central mis- 
sion from which the affairs of the 
church tay be directed. The tem- 
porary headquarters of the Bishop 
are at Athabasca Landing, but no 
definite location will be made or 
buildings constructed until it is known 
where the railroads to the north will 
touch. The Bishop said that he is 
finding clergymen to enter the mission 
work in the north and hopes soon to 
put a man in charge of a new mission 
at Saskatoon Lake settlement. This 
is one of the most enterprising settle- 
ments and hqpes to have two saw 
mills in the near juture. 

Bishop Holmes will leave on Wed: 
nesday for St. John, N.B., where he 
will attend the annual meeting of the 
Chureh Missionary Society of Canada, 
at which appropriations are made for 
the various dioceses in the ‘West. At 
St John the Bishop will meet Mns. 
Holmes, who has been in England for 
the past year and who will return 
with him to Athabasea,

Ottawa, October 4.—There have 
arrived from England two officers of 
the Royal Navy, who are to act in an 
advisory capacity ithe government 
the

on matters connected with or 
ganization of a Canadian navy, 
which the Dominion is pledged to 


construct for the adequate defence of 
its sea coast and harbors. The 
officers are Commander J. D. R. Ste 
wart, R.N., and P. J. Ling, staff pay- 
muster, R.N., and both are now in 
Ottawa ready to take up the work 
with Hon. L. P. Brodeur, minister of 
marine. 

In addition to the work of or 
ganization, these officers, who, have 
been loaned to Canada by the Bri- 
tish Admiralty; will advise the gov- 
ernment as to establishment of train- 
ing schools, and also as to legislation 
which it will be necessary for the 
Minister of Marine ,to introduce in 
the House of Commons at next ees- 
sion in order to give effect to Can- 
ada’s naval programme, 

Looking For Contracts, 

London, October 4.—Representa 
tives of three leading British —ship- 
building firms—Fairtields, of Green- 
ock; Vickers-Maxim, Barrow, and 
John Brown, of Clyde—are now on 
their way to Canada to interview the 
Canadian ministers concerning the 
baby Canadian navy, It is under- 
stood they are prepared to discuss 
the establishment of Canadian yards, 
so that as much as possible of the 
new navy will be built in Canada, 
The great shipbuilding firm of ‘am 
mel Laird, with whom Vickers-Maxim 
are associated, recently bought a 
tract of land in the vicinity of Van- 
couver, 


PROHIBITIONISTS LOSE GROUND 
In Connecticut Municipal Elections— 
Several Towns Revert to License. 


New Haven, Conn., October 4.—In 
162 of the 168 cities and towns of 
Connecticut the annual elections were 
held today and the chief fight made 
was upon the liquor license question, 
The prohibitionists fought desperately 


to capture the state machinery and 
ussure rigid liquor laws, but they 
lost and were compelled to give up 
their contro! of many towns they 
won last year, when. they won 97 
towlhs. 


They were defeated in fully a dozen 
of the 97 towns today, the largest be 
ing Winsted, 

Elections were held in five cities, 
the largest in the state, New Haven, 
going Republican by about 500 votes, 
Frank Joyce defeating James B. Mar- 
tin, the Democrat mayor, by a small 
majority. 

Waterbury also returned to the Re 
publican column after five years’

Paris, Oct. 4.—The prolonged and 
costly war in Morocco is rapidly pre- 
cipitating a crisis in Spain, which 
way bring about the overthrow of 
King Alfonso. The real truth of the 
sttuation in Spain is studiously eon- 
ecaled, but as to its gravity there 
is not doubt here 

The Spanish government has tak- 
en entire control of all means ot 
communication and no dispatch can 
be sent out of the country that has 
not been inspected and authorized 
by. the military censor, Authentie 
news has, however, reached Paris 
that conditions in Spain are more 
nearly revolutionary than in the days 
of the Barcelona uprising. 

King Alfonso maintains a bold 
front, but it is understood that all 
arrangeménts have been made for a 
presipitate departure of the royal* 
family when the storm breaks.

the prison doctors that ali paits of 
the women’s bodies remained unin- 
jured and were not liké] yto be in 
jured, On the contrary, according 
to the doctor's report, their general 
health is continually improving. Only 
one of the women prisoners adheres 
to a preference for feeding by tube, 
thofigh some of the others are being 
fed with tea-spoons ot feeding cups. 
No Such Report.

Winnipeg, October 4.—From 
wounds inflicted during the recent 
strike of dock laborers at Fort Wil- 
liam, John Hallworth, a C.P.R, con- 
stable, died in the General Hospital 
this morning. His death will be in- 
vestigated by Coroner Inglis and an 
investigation at Fort William is also 
likely. Hallworth has been in the 
hospital since September 24, He 
was taken there on the advice of Dr, 
Moorehead, who was attending him.

Bishop McFaul Denounces Teach- 


ings of Professors in WNon- , 
Catholic Institutions. 


Trenton, N.J., Oct. 5—Bishop James 
A. MeFau! has renewed his attack 
on the American colleges and uni. 
versities. In a letter he sent to al 
the parishioners in his diocese the 
again calls their teachings ungodly 
and saves they subvert Christian faith 
and Obristian morality. He catls 
upon every priest and through the lat- 
ter, every Catholic, to hoycott all non- 
Catholic educational institutions. 

“In announcing the annual collec 
tion for the benefit of the Catholie un- 
iversity of America, he writes, “Let 
me draw the attention of the clergy 
and the laity to the danger of patron- 
izing non-Catholic institutions of 
learning. Every one knows that it has 
bevcu iepeutedly stated on the best 
authority that certain professors in 
our great secular universities deliver 
lectures calenlated to subvert Chris- 
tran faith and Christian morality, 
They assert, that there is no God—at 
least as inen heretofore conceived of 
Him; no divine-given commandments; 
no church and as for the Bible, one 
must be free from all slavery to the 
sacred myths which it contains, 

Is Their Own Religion. 

“It is needless to say that the Chris- 
lianity which these alleged acientifie 
genitiemen attack is not the Christian. 
ity expounded by the Catholic church, 
They build up a straw religion of their 
own and then delight in knocking it 
down 

“When visiting our secular univers. 
ities [ have been amazed at the 
Wealth they possess and the weneros- 
ity of their friends. At the same time 
I havy been saddened at the thought 
of how little Catholies do in coms 
parison with their non-Catholic breth- 
ren for the building wp and the main- 
tenance of higher education in this 
country, We American Catholics, not. 
withstanding the magnificent work ac. 
complished along other lines, are woe- 
fully wanting in two very important 
works, the support of the Catholie 
Press and that of higher education.”

The letter concludes: I most earn- 
vstly exhort all Catholios, especially

OPPOSITION TO HUDSON 


BAY LINE DISAPPEARS 


Eastern and Maritime Provinces’ Objec- 
tion to Construction of Railway Loses 
Force in View of Fact That Eastern 
Industries Will Benefit — Nelson 
Route Preferred. 


Winnipeg, Oct. 4—Among the first re- 
ports to be placed on the table at the 
coming session of the Federal house will 
probably be that of the department of 
railways on the Hudson Bay railway 
proposition. 

The engineers in charge have ¢omplet- 
ed their Peport on the two Hropsed linee 
one to Churchill and the other to Nel- 
fon and additional reports have been 
prepared and forwarded on the relative 
suitability of the mouths of the two 
rivers+for harbor purposes. It is under- 
stood that these reports are not quite 
complete and an additional appropria- 
tion has been made for further surveys 
which will he undertaken at once. 

In speaking of the Hudson Bay rail- 
way recently at Athens, Ont., Hon. P. 
Graham, minister of railways and 
canais ,stated that while it was not yet 
certain that the railway was to be built 
by the government, it certainly would 
be built. But before either of the avail- 
able ports were finally decided upon, ‘t 
would probably first be necessary to ap- 
Peoach them from the outside ,and make 
a careful investigation ‘of their ap- 
proaches, the depth of water available, 
the season of open water, and the rela- 
tive cost of developing a harbor of suf- 
ficient capacity to accommodate modern 
vessels, 

Nelson the Better Harbor. 

In this latter regard it is understood 
that from the initial investigation of 
the harbors, the report was arried out 
by the engineers last winter and spring. 
The report of the engineers is that Nel- 
son offers the better facilities. The 
mouth of the Nelson’ is open for a longer 
period each year. It is situated farther 
to the south, there is a much greater 
annual flow of water, and it is not sub- 
ject to blockade from floating ice either 
from the bay or from the river itself, It 
is further understood that the better 
harbor favilities is not the only consid- 
eration which has influenced the govern- 
ment engineers in reporting most favor- 
ably on the Neison river route. The 
railway line itself will be easier and 
cheaper of construction and the operat- 
ing expenses will be less. “The line ‘s 
some seventy miles shorter. It eliminates 
the climb over the height of land which 
separates the two rivers, and 
as it does through a timbered 
it will be better protected from 
snow and similar disadvantages, 

Then, too, the Churchill route 
verses a considerable area of tundra 
country,which while level is an unknown 
quantity in the building and operation 
of a railway line. 

‘ Proposed Line Would Pay. 

Persons interested in the operation of 
the railway, who have looked into the 
practical side of the question, assert 
that there is no possible question as to 
the availability of “sufficient freight to 
make the line a paying one. One well 
known railroad map has prepared fig- 
ures as to the suitability of the line for 
the distribution of fuel and similar 
heavy freight in the west. His figures 
show that it would be quite possible to 
deliver Nova Scotia coal at Saskatoon 
at a cost of $6.50 per ton ,and in these 
figures he has allowed a margin’ of 
20 per cent, for contingencies, Such: q 
figure would put the maritime prov: 
inees in a position to control a consid- 
erable area of the coal market of that 
district, and the same might be said of 
structural steel and similar heavy 
freight and by the lower freights would 
also bring the New England factories 
much nearer to the Canadian West, 
Opposition Disappearing. 
Opposition to the project in the Mari- 
time provinces, on the ground of the 
West getting too great a proportion of 
the moneys exveuded on public works, is 
disappearing on the realization of what 
this wider market will mean in the dis. 
posal of the products of the eastern fac- 
tories and niines under cheaper trans- 
portation rates and the railway project 
is rapidly Winning strong support there. 
It is expected that the department of 
railways will ask for a considerable ap- 
propriation during the coming — session 
for the investigation of the harbors, and 
that the plans for the construction of 
the line will be a matter of discussion 
by parliament. At the present time an 
engineer is engaged making an examina- 
tion of Hudson's Straits, preparing data 
as to the movement of the ice there 
fogs, winds, tides and other conditions 
which will affect navigation,

INVASION BY ENGLISH BOYS. | 


Opportunity Used by Parisian Critics to. 
Point Out Object Lesson. 


Paris, Oct. 4—Approaching invasion 
of Normandy by fhe English, “boy 


scouts” offer a great 
French critics to point out to the na- 
tion physical and moral superiority of 
the English youth who with little sr no 
knowledge of French and in the ma- 
jority of instances with entire ignorance 
of the country, agrees to be found on a 
certayn date at a certain locality with 
several thousand of his compatriots. 

At the organization’s headquarters 
here, it is reported that six thousand 
applications have been made to become 
part of the invading corps. Each, di- 
vision as it disembarks will receive, as 
the only indication of its movements, two 
or three bits of information, which, if 
skillful enough, it can piece together 
into a map suggesting sources of supplies 
the proper length of each day's march 
and the final point of contact with the 
old divisions. 

After this has been effected the boys 
will be taken to Paris, where gala holi- 
days have been arranged for them and 
whence they will return to London. 
During their stay here it is expected 
that they will study French. Prizes 
will be offered on the return home of 
those who have made the best progress 
in the French language, while “seout- 
ing.” 

“Another suggestion that a corps of 
French youths make such an experiment 
in England would meet with the coldest 
indifference” declares the Paris press, 
“but in it we see that England is any- 
thing but a decadent nation. This is 
the spirit that has made England great.”

PLANS ARE DISCUSSED 


City Council Accepts Architect Ma- 
goon's Plans for $7,000 Structure 
—New Road Making Proposition 
Presented—Price Named at $1.65 
per yard—Report on Gibbon’'s 
Property Gravel. 


The city council held a lengthy ses- 
sion in committee last evening on 
the Dusiness originating during the 
week. The commissioners, Mayor 
Lee, and aldermen Ager, McKinley, 
Armstrong, Lundy and Manson were 
present. 

Alderman Manson brought down 
the plans for the new  sixteen-sta!l 
market building, drawn by Architect 
Magoon, and they were carefully con- 
sidered before being passed. Some 
minor changes in the laying out ot 
the stalls were suggested by Alderman 
Agar. The architect’s original plan 
submitted by Alderman Manson pro- 
vided for two rows of stalls 12 feet 
by 18 feet, with a centre passageway 
in # building 50 feet wide and 100 
feet in length. It was decided that 
the plans be accepted, the depth of 
the 16 stalls being reduced from 14 
feet to 12 fect. 

Alderman Armstrong thought that! 
competitve plans might be called 
for according to the decision of the 
council at its last regular meeting. 
Alderman Manson pointed out that 
the plans for the market bpilding 
had been prepared some time ‘before 
this decision had been reached. The 
competing architects too would ask 
payment for their pians whether a2 
cepted or not. 

The new building will cost in the 
neighborhood of $7,000. At the meet- 
ing tonight Alderman Manson will 
present an exact estimate and move 
that a by-law be brought down for 
the required amount; also that a 
plebescite be taken as to the location 
of the building. 

Report on Gravel Beds. 

The gravel beds on the Gibbon’s 
property, which may be purchased by 
the city, formed the subject of a ce- 
port by City Engineer Latornell. It 
was pointed out in the report that 
while the quality of gravel in the 
beds was not of the highest order, 
it was still of greatt value, as a good 
supply is not easy to secure in Ed- 
monton. It would be necessary .o 
use a gravel crusher in the prepar- 


ation of the stone wr use in road- 
making. 
The council awhit a report ‘rom 


the superintendant tof the street rail- 
way on the cost of extending the trol- 
ly system to the gravel beds. 

Wm. Manders brought before the 
council a set of plans and specifica- 
tions for a macadam road on a burned 
ballast foundation. This road, he 
claimed, should last from five to ten 
years on residential streets without 
redressing. He whs prepared to lay 
a macadam roadwuy at $1.65 per 
square yard. One advantage of this 
kind of road emphasized by Mr. Man- 
ders was that all the material neces- 
sary for making it could be obtained 
locally. In the evént of the city be- 
ing able to supply gravel from its 
own yards the cost would be consid- 
erably reduced. 

‘In the construction of the road, 
which is waterproof, a layer of bura- 
ed ballast from six to twelve inches 
deep, according to the amount of 
traffic on a street, forms a base n 
which is spread a four-inch layer of 
crushed and sereened rock. This 138 
rolled and covered with screenings, 
overlaid with binding material and 
dressed with sand. layer of fine 
gravel is placed on the surface, The 
burned ballast foundation has the ef- 
fect of consolidagng the road, pre- 
venting hand material from sinking, 
and eerth from coniing up through 
the road. Mr. Manders would guar- 
antee a block of the road if given the 
privilege of laying it on one of the 
city’s residential streets. 

The council seemed to view 
road proposition with favor and

The Bungled ssoulevard. 

J. H. Picard and D, W. McDonald, 
residents of Victoria Avenue, appear- 
ed before the council with reference 
to the boulevarding of the street. Mr. 
McDonald pointed out that the ap- 
pearance of the street was spoiled 
®y laying one part boulevarded in 
one way and one in another. The 
council was of the opinion that the 
sidewalk which had been laid on the 
outside should be changed, and th» 
cost of moving it apportioned among 
the ratepayers of the avenue. 

The failure of Sam Childs who was 
last week awarded the contract for 
erecting the building over the new 
power plam to put up a bond cf 
guarantee, led the council to consid- 
er the advisability of recission. Alder- 
men Manson thougat a bond for 20 
per cent of the estimated cost of the 
work should be put up by the con- 
tractor, He would mvor the accev:- 
ance of the next lowest tender. Com- 
tnissioner MeNanghton pointed out 
that there was a difference of over 
$4,000 between the estimate submit- 
ted by Mr. Childs and the next low- 
est. He was of the opinion himself 
that the work could be done in the 
neighborhood of the cost estimated 
by Mr. Childs. At anyrate there was 
$4,000 of a margin to work upon. 

The matter was left in the hands 
of the commissioners with the recom- 
mendation that Mr. Childs draw no 
wages until the completion of his con- 
tract unless a bond be turnished, 

City Auditor Reports. 

City Auditor Richardson presented 
his report, making a number of re- 
commendations which were discussed 
by the council. 

One of the recommendations was 
that property owned ‘by the city ve 
treated as other property in taxation. 
Another was that heads of depart- 
ments recommend salary increases io 
the council which should fix on the 
limits for the year. The auditor also 
recommended that irregularly work- 
ing men be placed on a day list ‘n- 
stead of the usual pay roll, The coun- 
cil and commissioners relived this 
proposition with favor. 

The city engineer presented a re- 
port in which he made a statement 
of the amount of sewer pipe used by 
the city in the present year and Iu
